THAT PATRIOTIC CIGARETTE 
x 

There has for some time been a 
sentiment that a good cigar is a 
smoke but on this continent at least 
it is the cigarette that, if it had its 
rights would be accorded acclaim, for 
the cigarette is doing a lot for gov- 
ernments in thie way of bringing them 
in revenue. The pipe is not whatAt 
used to be, but whether this is due 
to the neighbors’ complaints or to 
an improvement in human nature, 
statistics do not disclose. Cigars in 
tho United States thave fallen off in 
numbers consumed during the past 
eczcade by 40 per cent. in absolute 
numbers, and 45 per cent. relatively. 
But cigarettes have increased’ in use 
two and a half times over in that 
period. In Canada in that time the 
cigars taken out of bond fell from 
| 270,089,761 to 177,841,987, and the 
quantity of tobacco from 23,049,012 
to 22,520,345 pounds. Consumption 


of cigarettes has increased in this 
time from 2,440,982,912 to 5,082,- 
314,590. 


This country is going in for grow- 
ing its own tobacco. There are now 
103 gstablishments processing it with 
some £0100 employes, and a wage 
schedule of $8,000,000. In 1931, the 
‘asit recorded year, the tobacco crop 
was 51,300,000 pounds from 55,000 
acres as compared with 36,713,000 
pounds from 41,444 acres tlhe prev- 
ious year. Most of the area produc- 
| ing tobacco is in Ontario, 47,360 acres 
with Quebec next with some 7000 ac- 
rcs. The other provinces are just 
gotting into the growing game. It 
must be doing something also for 
the lighter and match business.

A Tragedy of the 


Prevailing Conditions

The death of three Regina youths 


on the railway tracks near Red Deer 
Alberta, will cause much puzzlement 
to most readers because the circum- 
stances were unusual. The boys, 
ranging in age from 1'5 to 17 years, 
were ‘‘on the tramp’’ looking for 
work. Seemingly, they had spent a 
little time in Red Deer, being observ- 
ed there the evenisg before. In the 
morming they were scen walking along 
the right of way and fifteen minutes 
later were run over while all three 
lay asleep on the tracks at a curve 
The nights at this time of the year 
are cold and having no money to 
pay for shelter it is quite likely thre 
boys had no slcep that night, or for 
several nights. It is altogether prob- 
able, too, that they had gone without 
food. It is quits conceivable they 
were so tired that when the sun be- 
came warm the demand for sleep 
was overpowering. But it is dififi- 
cult to understand why they should 
select the tracks for a bed and how 
they failed to awake as the engine 
approached:.-Sheer and -complete .ex- 
haustion might account for their 
failing to awake but it hardly ex. 
plains the choice of such a bed by all 
three. Why pick on an uneven, grav- 
elled track with ties and rails when 
there must have been grass within 
a few feet? One might have collap- 
sed and fallen down asleep but it 


is hardly likely all three would do 
so at once. 
Wihatever the reason for this un- 


ucual indifference to what might 
happen, the event is another of the 
numerous tragedics arising out of 
conditions. Canada and America as 
a whole has become accustomed to 
transients wandering about the coun- 
try seeking work and rarely finding 
it. Much has been said about child- 
ren on the road. Statistics in the 
United States show that some hund- 
reds of thousands of youngsters have 
been nothing more or less than 
tramps for the last few years. But 
no information has been available as 
to the extent of the same condition in 
Canada. But it has existed, and the 
present tragedy indicates that it is 
continuing. It is time that definite 
and effective were taken to 
save Canada’s children from such a 
life.

In such dstricts the use of potas- 
sium iodine in the form of iodized 
salt is advised by the Dominion de- 
partment of agriculture. Commercial 
iodized salt can be procured, or, if it 
is desired to mix it at home, the pro- 
cedure is simple. Spread out 100 
pounds of dry common salt evenly 
on a clean floor, and after dissolving 
two ounces of potassium iodine in 
sufficient water, sprinkle the liquid 
evenly over the salt. 

A good rule in feeding salt to 
Swine is to feed one-half pound per 
pig per month, varying this according 
to the size and age of the pigs.

Farmer’s Plough Reveals Rare Find 
Near English Village

than two feet below the surface he 
came across a Roman pavement.

of air-borne freight traffic show a 
definitely favorable trade balance as 
far.as the United «Kingddém is con- 
cerned. Officials of the company de- 
tailed improvement in freight traffic 
like this: 

Goods air-borne between London 
and Paris during the first three 
months of this year were 30 per cent, 
in excess of those for a correspond- 
ing period of 1932, while, illustrating 
the trend of trade, goods exported 
by air during the first quarter of this 
year were three times more numer- 
ous than those imported. 

Altogether, during January, Feb- 
ruary and March, 1933, more than 
200 tons of freight were air-borne be- 
tween London and Paris. 

Considerable increases were also re- 
corded in the weight of mails carried 
by air from this country during the 
first three months of this year, while 
passengers, flying between London and 
Paris, increased 60 per cent, during 
January, February and Mi as 
compared with similar mé6nths in 
1932. 

Traffic also continues to develop 
briskly on empire as well as on con- 
tinental routes. Empire air mail 
loads, for example, show appreciable 
increases, while traffic generally is 
growing to such an extent, particu- 
larly on sections of our Africa serv- 
ice, that our carrying capacity has 
been amplified considerably by the 
employment of large aircraft. 


Competing For King’s Cup 


Aeroplanes Of Many Types Entered 
For Race July 8 
Aeroplanes of many types will race 
all day over the English countryside, 
extending 200 miles north of London, 
when the contest for the king’s cup 

is decided July 8. 

Airports, six of which are Royal Air 
Force stations, have been chosen by 
the Royal Aero Club as_ turning 
points in the race. They are: Felix- 
stowe, Bircham, Newton, Cranwell, 
Desford,- Wittering, Henlow and Up- 
per Heyford. Desford is the only civil 
airdrome in the circuit, but Royal 
Aero Club officials and observers will 
be stationed at each of the airports 
to see that competitors circle the 
turning points properly. 

Starting at Hatfield airport, just 
outside of London, the race will be 
flown in four rounds, each starting 
and finishing at Hatfield. Each round 
will be flown over 200 miles and must 


Only British machines, entrants 
and pilots are allowed to compete, 
and all pilots, whether amateur or 
professional, must produce proof of 
having flown alone for 100 hours be- 
fore the race. Almost every type of 
British-built ‘plane will be seen in the 
race, and they will be handicapped 
according to engine power and per- 
formance. 


Where Science Cannot 
Make Much Progress 


Nothing Yet Discovered Which Will 
Aid Taste and Smell 

While science knows something 
about taste and smell, it bas been 
able to make little progress in im- 
proving or aiding those organs. In 
fact, science is about in the same 
state that it was in the Middle Ages 
as far as this field is concerned. 
Telescopes allow one to see stars in- 
visible to the unaided eye; scales

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National Research: Council 
Reports On Relative Value 
Of Various Feeds For Livestock 


The pressure of the disastrously 
low prices of grain now being expert- 
enced has driven many members of 
the farming community to seek more 
profiitable returns, by feeding their 
produce on .the farm and marketing 
it in the form of livestock. This in 
turn has caused increased interest 
in the relative utility and value of 
the different grains for various class- 
es of farm animals, The information 
contained in the recently -published 
Report No. 28 of the National Re- 
search Council “The ‘Comparative 
Feeding Values for Livestock of Bar- 
ley, Oats, Wheat, Rye. and Corn” 
should therefore be of considerable 
practical value to farmers and stock- 
men at this time. 

In a foreword to the Report Dr. R. 
Newton, Director of the Division of 
Biology and Agriculture of the Na- 
tional Research Council, states that 
the lack of authoritative published in- 
formation on this question, and: the 
desirability of summarizing the re- 
sults of feeding experiments, particu- 
larly with regard to barley, a home- 


grown product, and corn, a product | 


largely imported, was brought to the 
attention of the Associate Committee 
on Grain Research of the Council by 
officials of the wheat pools. Having 
ascertained that Professor E. W. 
Crampton of MacDonald College had 
already begun some work along this 
line, the Council made a grant to as- 


sist him in reviewing all the modern | 


published literature conveniently 
available on the comparative value of 
barley, oats, wheat, rye and corn for 
feeding horses, cattle, sheep and 
swine. In this Report Professor 


Crampton makes available the results | 


of his inquiry. 

For the purpose of his survey Pro- 
fessor Crampton has consulted 350 
published accounts of feeding experi- 
ments conducted in 7 provinces of 


Canada, 29 States of the Union, and| 


8 overseas countries. Whenever pos- 
sible quantitative date respecting 
gains and feed consumption have been 


extracted from these accounts and, 
tabulated according to the grain com- | 


parison and class of stock involved. 
It has thus been possible to arrive at 
average figures for rates of gain, 
gain per 100 Ibs. feed eaten and 
other measures of efficiency, repre- 
senting the combined experience of 
numerous different investigators, A 
statistical method has been employed 


to test the significance of all observed | 


differences between the grains com- 
pared. . 

An encouraging feature of the find- 
tags is the indication obtained that in 
general the Canadian feeder is not 
handicapped by the lack of corn for 
fattening steers. Wheat actually ap- 
pears to be more efficient than corn 
for hog fatteaing. The other grains 
however, suffer somewhat by com- 
parison with corn in this connection, 
and for sheep fattening all, including 
wheat, appear to be inferior to corn. 
In general the difference in efficiency 
seera to be roughly proportional to 
tbe amounts of fibre contained in the 
yarious feeds. Special characteristics, 
particularly in the case of rye, also 
limit to determine the usefulness of 
the several grains for special pur- 
poses or for ccrtai: feeding classes. 
The value of the Rcport to investiga- 
tors is increase’i ty a section in 
which Professor Crempton discusses 
the planning and reporting of stock- 
feeding experiments in the light of 
the lessons to be learned from the nu- 
merous trials examined in the course 
of this study. 

A comprehensive summary of the 
findings which are discussed in detail 
tn the body of the report is provided. 
Whilst it is anticipated that thé re- 
port as a whole will probably be of in- 
terest mainly to investigators, this 
summary (which is being reprinted 
separately) contains in brief form 
much inforimation of value and inter- 
est to practical stock men.

Mysteries Of the Sea 


Every Coast Has Its Story Of 
Vanished Ships 

The “Zebrina” ‘was a sailing ship, 
,and during the war was running be- 
tween England and France under 
Government commission. One day she 
was found drifting derelict in the 
English Channel, a mile or two from 
Cherbourg. , 

She was not, obviously, a derelict, 
All her sails were properly set, and 
she was in first-clas® condition. But 
the way she was sailing prompted in- 
vestigation and it was discovered 
that there was not a living soul on 
board. On the cabin table was a meal 
all ready for the eating; everything 
was in perfect order; there were no 
Signs of a fight, or anything to ac- 
count for the absence of master and 
men. 

Yet they had all vanished com- 
pletely, leaving no trace. Nothing 
has ever been heard of them since, 
hor the mystery of their disappear- 
ance explained. 

They may have been victims of 
some enemy craft. That is the pre- 
sumption, But the fact has never been 
established. . 

Another mystery of this character 
| was the disappearance of the crew of 
|the German fishing-boat ‘“Scharn- 
horst,” which one winter’s day’ set 
out from its home port on‘a trip to 
the White Sea. It never returned. A 
long time afterwards, the vessel was! 
| found, locked in a mass of snow and 
lice, by the crew of a Norwegian ves- 
el. There wags nothing wrong with the 
ship, but the crew had _ vanished. 
Their fate is still a mystery. 

The mystery of the American col- 
lier “Cyclops,” whose disappearance 
during the war was never explained, 
is rapidly attaining the character of 
a pea legend among American sailing 
men. She vanished an hour or two 
after “speaking” with another vessel | 
flying the American flag, in a sea like 
a millpond. Not a single spar was) 
ever found—nothing to give a hint! 
of what happened to ship and crew. 

Now and again on moonlit nights 
American seamen, who knew her 
well have helped built up the le-| 
gend concerning her by “seeing” her 
well-known lines clearly outlined for 
a moment or two on the horizon. 

Every coast has its own story of 
some ship that has sailed away nev- 
er to return, vanishing entirely with- 
out any word ever coming of its fate; 
and of strange spectre-ships which 


afterwards haunt the waves. They 
are being added to, even in these 
days of enlightment. 


Convalescent Homes 


Plan Would Greatly Reduce Hospital 
Expenditures In Ontario 

Establishment of ‘ convalescent 
homes throughout Ontario would re- 
duce hospital expenditures and at the 
same time benefit patients, Hon. Dr. 
H. A. Bruce, Lieutenant-Governor of 
Ontario, told the Ontario Medical As- 
sociation. 

Adoption of the plan would reduce 
the present hospital population by 30 
to 40 per cent. he said, and would 
postpone for many years the expendi- 
ture of large sums of public money 
on new institutions. 

“Hospital care is imposing a heavy 
charge, upon the people,” said his 
honor. ‘“‘The per diem cost in modern 
hospitals is due to a large extent to 
modern facilities such as X-ray, oper- 
ating equipment, and the services of a 
trained staff. These are required for 
one seriously ill but when a patient 
has ceased to be acutely ill he or she 
can be cared for equally as well in 
a@ convalescent home in the country, 
preferably on a small farm. Patients 
would have the advantage of country 
air and could be given light employ- 
ment.

tive provinces to any individaul ac- 
tion but exists only for the purpose 
of making recommendations. 

Hon. James W. Bryant, Chairman 
of the Saskatchewan Commission 
was elected chairman of the joint 
commission. The Commission then 
drew up an agenda and discuss- 
led the following matters in relation 
|to the work to be undertaken: 

1. Climate. 2. Afforestation. 3.

(e) Game; (f) Fish; (g) Bird 
life; (h) Fur bearing animals, 4. 
Drought problems and how to meet 
them.

Time About the Same 
1908 Record For Atlantic Crossing 
Shortened Very Little 


Although the Conte di Savola failed 
by a narrow margin to better the 
trans-Atlantic records of the ‘‘Euro- 
pa” and “Bremen,” her passage from 
Genoa to New York marks a new 
| triumph for Italy in the continuing 
international rivalry in oce.n travel. 
By reaching this city five days and 
twenty-two hours after leaving 
Genoa, the Italian liner has cut no 
less than fourteen hours from the 
best previous record for a crossing 
from a Mediterranean port. It is no 
longer possible to think of the south- 
ern route to Europe as one which is 
|mecessarily long and leisurely when 
the entire trip takes only six days, 
; with stops at both Gibraltar and 
Villefranche. Nevertheless, an inter- 
esting indication of how comparative- 
|ly little the period for crossing the 
| Atlantic has been shortened in the 
| past two decades is found in the fact 
| that the time required for the ‘Conte 
|di Savoia” to sail from Gibraltar to 
|New York—four days and fifteen 
'hourss—was exactly the time of the 
Lusitania's first record-breaking voy- 
age from Queenstown in 1908.—New 
York Evening Post.

A Simple Resuscitator 


Double Can Device Rocks Patient and 
Restores Breathing 

A simple resuscitator which creates 
respiration in newly born babies and 
restores breathing to adults by the 
simple process of rocking the patient 
in a double can device has been de- 
veloped at the Shreveport Charity 
Hospital in Arcadia, Louisiana. 

The front end of the double can 
has a hole and rubber collar to allow 
the patient’s head to protrude. The 
inner cylinder is an air chamber while 
the area between the inner and outer 
can is partly filled with warm water. 
The upper side of the inner can has a 
hole that allows passage of air which 
is increased or decreased by pressure 
of the water as the can is rocked. 

As explained, the air is compressed 
into the air chamber as the can is 
rocked upward and the opposite mo- 
tion causes a partial vacuum. The 
changing of the air pressure has the 
samé effect upon the chest, as hand 
pressure system used by swimming 
resort lifesavers. 

Additional advantages were that 
the water warms and moistens the air 
and the blood circulation is stimulat- 
ed by the rocking. 


Competing For World’s Honors 


Women Athletes Will Enter British 
Empire Games In 1934 

The biggest gathering of women 
athletes ever known is to take place 
in London, England, in 1934. Events 
for women are to be included in the 
British Empire games, which take 
place in August next year, and repre- 
sentatives of every part of the empire 
will attend. 

The women’s world games are being 
held in London in the same month, 
and it is hoped that most of the 
British athletes will stay for the in- 
ternational gathering. Mrs. Muriel 
A. Cornell, secretary of the women’s 
amateur athletic association, said re- 
cently: ‘“‘We expect that from 20 to 
25 nations will send women to the 
world games. Each will send a dozen 
representatives and more if they 
wish.

Spy Responsible For 
Sinking Of “Lusitania” 


Events Leading Up To Disaster Re- 
lated In Paris Night Club 
The correspondent of a London 
newspaper recently spoke to the Ger- 
man spy responsible for the sinking 
of the Lusitania 18 years ago. 
It was on May 7, 1915, that the 


| Lausitania, homeward bound from 


New York, sank in 20 minutes off 
Kinsale, Ireland, with a loss of 1,198 
lives. 

Here is the story told over a bottle 
of champagne in a Paris night club 
by this man, whose name cannot be 
published. 

‘In April, 1915, I received orders 
in Vienna to report in Berlin, 

“I went to the admiralty, where 
I was given a large sum of money 
and instructed to go to England and 
see one of our agents there. 

“A few hours later I was walking 
down Shaftsbury Avenue. 

“Next day I telephoned my _ col- 
jleague and fixed an appointment in 
Hyde Park. 

‘Our meeting lasted exactly three 
minutes. He was a clever man who 
had wormed his way into English 
society. ms 

“The money I guve him went to 
foment trouble in Ireland, and to 
pay for the coastal service of the 
German U_ boats—equipment, fuel, 
trawler guides. 

“On May 8 the necessary informa- 
tion having arrived from England, 
10 U boats left harbor under sealed 
orders. 

“I saw the report of the captain of 
the victorious U boat to Admiral von 
Tirpitz. Here it is: 

“Information, reliable, reached 
me, ‘‘Lusitania” due 11 a.m. Weather 
hazy. Visibility bad. Irish trawlers 
could give no precise information. 
After communicating U 16 and U 11 
I decided to submarge and wait. 

“Three hours passed. I was about 
to give up hope when I saw _ her 
heave in sight, zig-zagging. I fired. 
The torpedo struck her amidships. 
The explosion was so violent that it 
seemed as if her cargo of munitions 
had been hit. A second shot struck 
her bow. She sank at 2:12 p.m. I 
stood by for two hours. 

“I read this despatch at the dinner 
given in honor of the captains and 
crews of the two U boats who claim- 
ed the victory. To avoid ill-feeling, 
both crews were feted and decorated. 


“All received substantial financial 
reward.” 


Many Acres Under Glass 


England Sees Valuable Market For 
Hothouse Fruits and Flowers 


The fact that every tropical fruit 
and flower can be grown in Britain 
under glass is beginning to be appre- 
ciated and acted upon. Towns of g.ass 
are springing up, and experts esti- | 
mate that there is a market value of 
£30,000,000 opent to the enterprise. 
Goaeacgaens cucumbers, grapes, mush- 
rooms, early strawberries, and rasp- 
berries are the chief fruits cultivated 
at present, but there is no reason why 
others should not be added to the list. 
The largest glass-house area in Bri- 
tain is in the Lea Valley where 1,500 
acres are under glass. There are now 
more than forty-four miles of green- 
houses in the sheltered part of the 
South Downs near Worthing, and a 
new enterprise has been formed to 
exploit the Worthing hothouse grape | 
industry. The aim is to put 100 acres | 
under glass, employ 600 men and get 
an output of a quarter of a million 
pounds of grapes a year. Other areas 
where hothouses have been erected | 
are the Holland division of Lincoln- 
shire and the marshland district of 
Norfolk. The figure of £3,000,000 is 
mentioned as the fresh capital recent- 
ly put into this promising industry, 
which incidentally gives work to) 
many men who are not gardeners.

Radio Commission Acquires Powerful 
Station At Toronto 

With the acquisition on lease from 
Gooderham and Worts, Limited, of 
broadcasting station CKGW in Tor- 
onto, the Canadian radio broadcasting 
commission has virtually completed 
arrangements for inaugurating a reg- 
ular daily broadcasting service of a 
national character for radio listeners 
throughout Canada. The announce 
ment was made by the commission 
recently. At the outset, this serv- 
ice will extend over a period of at 
least three hours during the best 
broadcasting part of the day. 

The commission has leased station 
CKGW for a term of years and will 
operate it under commission manage- 
ment, the announcement stated. 

The commission is placing Charles 
Shearer, well known Toronto radio 
man, in charge of this station as 
manager. 

Broadcasting stations at Moncton, 
Ottawa, Toronto and Vancouver will 
now be operated by the commission 
itself, the announcement continued. 
To ensure the regular distribution of 
its national broadcasting service from 
other stations from coast to coast, 
the commission has purchased broad- 
casting time from principal stations 
throughout Canada for the programs, 
It has at the same time leased trans- 


Canada transmission. wires for carry-! 


ing its programmes from the place of 
origin to the broadcasting stations in 
all the principal cities. 

The commission is now engaged in 
arranging for and creating Canadian 
programmes of a distinctive charac- 
ter. These programmes will be creat- 
ed in the various centres of Canada. 

The name of the Toronto station 
will be changed to CRCT, the letters 
designating it as the commisson’s sta- 


tion in Toronto.

To Preserve Farm Buildings 


Concrete Foundations Prevent Des- 
truction Of Barns By White Ants 
Termites—little white ants—are 

the bane of many farmers whose 
barns they destroy, and have been 
subject of a vigorous pursuit by the 
Department of Entomology of the 
New York State Department of Agri- 
culture, which makes some useful 
suggestions to help the farmers pre- 
serve their property. The same regu- 
lations also apply to wooden build- 
ings in cities which are subject to the 
same attacks. 

It has been found that complete iso- 
lation from the ground is the only ef- 
fective permanent remedy against at- 
tack by subterranean termites. These 
insects must maintain contact with 


the ground to obtain the moisture | 


necessary for their existence, and 
when such contact is cut off, the sub- 
terranean termites in the damaged 
wood, no matter how numerous, soon 
die. 

Complete dryness of foundation 
timbers and basement walls and floor- 
ing, is an important aid in rendering 
buildings safe from attack, but 
dampness, warmth and darkness at- 
tract the termites. 

In this respect concrete foundations 
are very valuable.—St. 
Times-Journal.

Working Model Of Elevator 
Interesting "Feature To Be Shown At 
World’s Grain Show 

A feature of the exhibit which the 
Saskatchewan Wheat Pool is prepar- 
| ing for the World's Grain Show, to 
_ be held at Regina in July and Aug- 
ust, is a full working model of a mod- 
ern terminal elevator. This is an at- 
tractive miniature of Pool Terminal 
No. 4 at Port Arthur, which has a 
total capacity of over 6,500,000 
bushels of grain. 

The model, painted ivory, consists 
of workhouse and storage annexes, 
boiler house, track shed and railway 
[ trackage. In addition there will be 

a@ model boat—a typical Great Lakes 
' prain carrier—alongside the dock, 
{loading up from the shipping spouis, 
thereby lending an additional touch 
of realism to the picture. 
| This will be an excellent opportun- 
‘ity to learn just what happens to 
| Western Canada’s wheat when it en- 
‘ters one of these big terminal ele- 
vators, for by means of an electr.cally 
' driven motor the main handling pro- 
cess may be followed with ease. 
Some of the storage annexes are 
shown in section to indicate thei: 
construction, while a good view may 
also be obtained of the horizontal 
lana vertical grain conveyors in ac- 
tion. The conveyors are accurat:ly 
reproduced even to the numerous 
buckets attached to the helts. 

The dimensions of this model ter- 
minal are 57 inches by 36 inches, the 
height of the workhouse being 17 
inches and of the annexes, 13 inche3.
